County set to vote on FSS 


It only makes it a possibility, but the 
April 7 vote on bonding is essential, 
promoters said, or Charlevoix County 
would not likely get consideration in 
the 14-county competition for the flight 
service statjon.

a year, as an added incentive), and pay 
for everything else. 

This would include the salaries of 50 
to 80 people to std¥t with. More staff is 
projected for later. 

The chief value to the community,

Teachers, Board accept new 
contract in East Jordan 


A 4 percent raise was the best the 
board could do, Larry Gee reported, 
speaking for the East Jordan. teachers, 
“We felt the board was being honest 
with us,’’ he said, adding, ‘‘We would 
have hoped to have gotten a little bit 
higher rate.”’ 
Gee answered Press questions in the 
absence of union spokesman Bob 
Snyder, away on spring break vacation. 
Gee said the teachers hope that 
“things will straighten out by the next 
year.” 
The board is working with the school 
curriculum committee, and the effort 
points towards possible addition to the 
staff. Gee said the feeling is that with 
improved curriculum measures and the 
possible lightened class loads, the rest 
of the staff could feel the benefits. 
The two-year contract that is retro-. 
active to September 1982 wound up 
negotiations between the East Jordan 
teachers’ union and the school board. 
The contract was ratified by the board 
on March 30 at a special meeting. 
It included three major language 
issues, according to board president 
Mary Jason, as well as a 4 percent 
«raise for ’82-’83 and a 4.75 percent 
salary increase for ’83-’84. 

in the first category, Jason said, the 
teacher evaluation form, used for some 


East Jordan’s 1983-84 budget of 
$807,410, down from last year’s 
$953,823, was approved March 29 at a 
special meeting of the council, fol- 
lowing a well-attended hearing. 

Many of the 51 people that came had 
been at the first hearing, held March 
22, and they again voiced their 
concerns, one of which was opposi- 
tion to the proposed sale of Elm Pointe 
as a means of a accumulating a fund 
from which future city expenses could 
be met. 

Betty Boswell, Elm Pointe commis- 
sioner, pointed out that the Elm Pointe 
bequest to the city prohibits its being 
used (sold) for private purposes. She 
said the commission will hold open 
meetings to garner ideas on saving the 
Pointe, the first to be on April 12. 

Former councilman Dr. George 


Shank asked how long the city finances 
were going to be able to take care of 
services. 

Keith Kenney, presently on council, 


years, was changed. Jason said it 
hadn’t been a good working tool, ‘‘and 
there’s always been some question 
about when they should be 
completed.”” 

The contract also expanded and 
defined the role of the professional 
study committee. Jason credited the 
staff for their curriculum work this year 
which went on even though they were 
working without a contract. 

The committee will set priorities for 
school subjects with a view to their 
relationship from one grade level to the 
next. 

The third improvement was the 
strengthening of the board’s role in 
making appointment. ‘‘We will be able 
to get the best qualified person for the 
job in hiring and promotions,’’ Jason 
said. 

The negotiation teams were Snyder, 
Gee, and Rodger Ransom for the 
teachers; superintendent Tom Rossler 
and board members Jason and Bob 
Sherman for the district. 

The 4 percent raise could best be 
illustrated with examples from the top 
and the bottom, Jason said. A 
bachelors degree minimum this year is 
set at $13,678 (526 increase). Next year 
the same step would receive $14,328. 
The maximum this year is now $24,210 


said, ‘‘I think we’re going to incur 
deficit spending next year.’’ He added, 
“Technically we have been deficit 
spending for the last four years...We 
could have a $200,000 deficit next 
year.”’ 

Mayor Bill Merwin met questions on 
the city’s financial circumstances, say- 
ing, ‘‘We did not realize the financial 
status of this city until two months ago 
when we started work on the budget. 
You can’t solve in two months’ time 
what the city has been doing in the last 
10 years or so.”’ 

Kenney repeated what he had said at 
the previous hearing regarding the 
main causes of the predicament: sharp 
cuts in state revenue sharing, lower 
interest rates on the city’s invested 
funds, and most of all, the inadequate 
tax base. ; 

He said the city has grown only by 
about 100 people in the past 10 years. 

Merwin added tax rollback and 
higher costs to the list. 
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(931 more) and $25,361 next year. 

For a masters degree, the minimum 
of $15,046 for this year, will go to 
$15,761 next year. Maximums are 
$25,578 and $26,793. 

Life insurance. went from a $15,000 
policy to $20,000. Next year will bring 
it to $25,000. 

‘‘We implemented a provision that if 
you have 10 years of service at 
retirement, you will receive $5 for 
every day of unused sick leave up to 45 
days,’’ Jason said. ‘‘In '83-'84 it will go 
up to $10.” 

“We have very few people who 
abuse those (sick days),’’ she said. 

The contract also adds a $4,000 
severance pay for a teacher, 50 years 
old, in the top step of the salary 
schedule, with 10 years in the district. 
At higher ages, the one-time payment 
goes down. 

“The district saves on early retire- 
ment,’’ Jason explained. ‘It also 
makes room for newcomers now that in 
these times there is less turnover.’’ 

These rates go up $500 next year. 

Jason said, ‘‘The board and admin- 
istrators really appreciated the spirit of 
cooperation that has gone on. Every- 
body did their homéwork™’and came 
ptepared, and there were good, 
productive discussions.”’ 


Austere budget approved 
in East Jordan 


From a long-term perspective city 
clerk-treasurer Fern Morris said, 
‘‘When councils come in here, nor- 
mally they don’t know any “more than 
you do. The typical thing is to promise 
cutting taxes and increasing services.’’ 

To. this Shank added, ‘Everyone 
gets used to asking for more amenities 
—things like lights for the baseball 
field.” And resident Larry Spence 
added, ‘Everyone is responsible.”’ 

A review of some of the city 
expenses followed. Dennis Jason ques- 
tioned the cost of police service.

If the FAA is closing down eight other facilities, and if Charlevoix 
County is awarded the bid, then we happen to think that. the 
employees who will be coming here from other locations will not 
move into the area. 

If you were living in Pellston or Traverse City, for instance, you 
would be more likely to drive the hour or so to go to work than to 
move the family. in the big city, it sometimes takes an hour just w 
cross town. And we have a lot of people who live locally who work 
in those areas as well as some of the other areas that are bidding to 
get the facility. 

That shoots the idea of the projected $1.5 million coming into the 
area down to about somewhere less than half, we could imagine. 

We also happen to think that if the proposed employees are not 
going to move into the area, than some of the indirect dollar 
projections will not be accurate, too. 

But costs are not the real question. ' 

That question is whether or not you will want to give the county 
the power to tax you for some years at some rate not to exceed 
$750,000 if the county is awarded the bid to have the project based 
in the county.

The ‘‘cushion,”’ listed as funds on 
hand at year’s end, went from $215,000 
last year to an anticipated $82,605 for 
the coming year. This is the technical 
deficit Kenney referred to, a danger- 
ously low reserve for any unexpected 
expense.
